; Unless a house is built to pre- 


} vent it, sounds will travel through

Sound-proofing a door require 
the deadening of a _ sound that 
passes through the door itself, and 
also the packing of the joints all 
around the door with sound-proof 
ng material, such as thick felt. Th 
door can be covered with a shect 
f msulating board. Some kes of 
1es¢ ards are especially treated 
to absorb sound waves. A sheet 
should be cut to the size of the 
door, and attached to it by one 
nch strips around the edges
